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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response filed 5/1 3/2008 to reconsider the claims 1-10, 1 9-54 and 65 
for allowance is entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pages 20-23, filed 5/13/2008, with respect 
to claims 1-10, 19-54 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-10 and 19-54 has been withdrawn. 

Drawings 

3. Drawings filed 6/18/2001 are accepted. 

4. During a telephone interview on 7/30/2008 the applicant's attorney Mr. P. G. 
Scott agreed to cancel claims 1-10 and 19-25 in a co-pending application 1 1/929744 
(this preliminary amendment cancelling claims 1-10 and 19-25 in the co-pending 
application 1 1/929744 is already filed on date 8/4/2008.) and thereby precluding an 
obviousness type double patenting rejection of claims 1-10 and 19-54 & 65.

The applicant's arguments (see Remarks, pages 20-23) are both compelling 
and persuasive that the prior art of Crosby et al. (US Patent 6,628,928) and Jackson 
(US Patent 6,516,466), either alone or combined, does not anticipate or render obvious 
the independent claims 1,19, 27, 37,44,47,48, and 49.
